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PREFACE 


The  Warrant  Committee  held  its  meeting  of  organization  on 
May  21,  1953,  and  after  the  election  of  a  Chairman  and  Secretary 
the  usual  sun-committees  on  Roads,  Schools  and  Finance  were  ap- 
pointed. The  special  committee  to  consider  consolidation  of  the  grade 
schools  had  been  appointed  from  the  Warrant  Committee  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  their  separate  report  will  be  found  in  the  1953  Town 
Report. 

When  the  school  and  highway  budgets  had  been  drawn  up  in 
preliminary  form  the  respective  sub-committees  met  to  consider  them 
and  make  separate  reports  on  their  findings  to  the  full  Committee. 
The  sub-committee  on  finance  then  met  to  go  over  the  revised  budgets 
for  all  departments,  and  on  February  12  the  full  Warrant  Committee 
met  to  consider  the  completed  Warrant. 

In  general  it  was  found  that  in  the  preparation  of  budgets  for 
1954  there  had  been  an  over-all  effort  to  keep  costs  to  a  minimum, 
and  only  in  a  few  instances  did  the  Warrant  Committee  think  it  wise 
to  recommend  any  substantial  cuts  in  the  amounts  originally  pro- 
posed. Some  of  the  larger  recommended  cuts,  moreover,  do  not  rep- 
resent permanent  savings  to  the  Town,  but  only  postponement  of  ap- 
propriations which  must  eventually  be  made.  The  Committee  be- 
lieves, nevertheless,  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  to  keep 
the  total  appropriation  as  low  as  possible  for  this  year. 

Under  each  article  in  the  Warrant  is  printed  the  Warrant 
Committee's  recommendation  to  the  voters  of  the  Town.  The  rea- 
sons behind  some  of  these  recommendations  are  outlined  below: 

Article  12,  Police  Department: 

The  Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen appoint  a  committtee  to  work  with  the  Town  Manager  in  in- 
vestigating police  requirements  of  the  entire  Town,  and  that  this 
committee  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Article  19,  Garbage  Disposal: 

If  this  is  handled  as  in  the  past,  the  Town  must  spend  this  year 
about  $1,500  for  garbage-cooking  apparatus  and  the  cost  of  cooking. 
When  the  Warrant  Committee  met  it  was  believed,  but  not  yet  ascer- 
tained, that  Bar  Harbor  would  handle  the  Mt.  Desert  garbage  at  its

incinerator,  and  that  $200.00  would  cover  the  cost  for  1954.  The 
Warrant  Committeers  recommendations  is  based  on  this  assumption. 

Article  20,  Seivers: 

The  Town  has  been  building  a  reserve  fund  to  cover  anticipated 
repairs  to  the  sewer  system.  The  Warrant  Committee  believes  that 
any  major  reconstruction  will  require  a  special  appropriation,  and 
that  a  $6,000  reserve  is  enough.  The  recommended  appropriation 
raises  to  this  figure  the  amount  available  for  sewers. 

Article  28,  Use  oj  Equipment  on  Private  Ways: 

The  Warrant  Committee  believes  that  passage  of  this  article 
would  lay  the  Selectmen  open  to  constant  demands  for  the  use  of 
Town  equipment  on  private  ways  of  all  kinds. 

Article  30,  Payment  for  New  Shovel: 

In  its  first  year  of  operation  over  $3,000  has  been  charged 
off.  against  the  cost  of  this  shovel,  on  the  jobs  which  the  shovel  has 
been  used.  The  Warrant  Committee  believes  that  this  procedure 
should  be  continued  and  that  no  money  should  be  directly  appropri- 
ated for  the  shovel. 

Article  32,  State  Aid  Roads: 

The  Warrant  Committee  approves  the  suggestion  of  the  Town 
Manager  that  $3,000  be  appropriated  under  this  article  and  that 
it  be  set  aside  for  eventual  use  on  the  Harborside  Road.  The  State 
will  match  the  amount  raised  each  year  by  the  Town,  and  in  this  way 
the  fund  for  reconstruction  of  the  road  can  be  built  up  more  advan- 
tageously than  by  direct  appropriations  for  this  project. 

Article  40,  Retiring  Notes  on  Harbor  Project: 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  of  September  18,  1953,  passed  the 
Harbor  Project  articles  with  the  stipulation  that  the  money  borrowed 
be  repaid  in  ten  equal  annual  installments.  The  Warrant  Committee 
understands  that  no  money  has  yet  been  borrowed  by  the  Town  for 
this  project,  and  that  the  first  loan  will  not  be  made  until  after  the 
1954  Town  Meeting.  It  will  therefore  not  be  necessary  to  make  the 
first  payment  on  principal  until  after  the  Town  Meeting  of  1955. 

In  recommending  that  no  money  be  raised  under  this  article, 
the  Warrant  Committee  is  attempting  to  keep  appropriations  as  low 
as  possible  for  this  year.  Eventually  the  full  amount  of  any  loans  will 
of  course  have  to  be  repaid. 
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Article  46,  Reconstruction  of  Harbor  side  Road: 

Under  Article  32  the  Warrant  Committee  recommends  an  alter- 
nate method  of  building  up  a  fund  for  the  reconstruction  of  this 
road. 

The  Committee  has  given  the  Warrant  thorough  and  careful 
consideration,  and  if  all  of  its  recommendations  are  followed  by  the 
voters,  the  total  appropriations  for  1954  will  be  $239,253.00,  or 
$465.00  less  than  in  1953.
